DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-9 and 1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior Art 
of record, Chanasyk et al. (5,573,688) discloses an apparatus for reflow with valves 
capable of adjusting the gas volume flow into the chamber. However, Chanasyk fails to 
teach the method limitations of independent claim 1 including a soldering zone with a 
first volume flow and a second volume flow wherein the first volume flow is larger than 
the second volume flow and wherein the convection heater heats the item to be 
soldered from both sides with the first and second volume flows at the second 
temperature. Furthermore, the prior art of record fails to provide a teaching that would 
render such steps obvious. 

Claims 3-9 and 1 1 are dependent on claim 1 .
